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. Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the School Board of Rindge:— 


I submit herewith my second annual report, the sixteenth of 
the series under district supervision. 


Miss Alice D. Counihan was secured for a third year at West 
Rindge and Miss Grace E. Coggins who taught the last half of 
the previous year at East Rindge consented to return. In view 
of the fact that both these teachers received attractive offers 
to accept larger and better paying schools I feel that these com- 
munities were especially fortunate. 


The two positions at Rindge Center were not easily filled 
and it was found necessary to start these schools a week later 
than at East and West Rindge when teachers were finally secured. 


With an enrollment of 23 at West Rindge there are pupils in 
seven out of the eight elementary grades. ‘This makes an average 
of slightly over three pupils to a grade. The state program as 
outlined allows of but comparatively few combinations, and this 
means that the recitation periods must be short. It is no light 
task that a teacher assumes in attempting to guide the pupils of 
so many grades over the work outlined. A recent test given in 
over a dozen schools to the pupils of three grades showed a larger 
percentage of excellent and good papers in this than in any other 
school, while the best paper written in any school was by a former 
pupil of this school now in a room of a single grade. 
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The average membership of both schools:at Rindge Center is 
larger this year than last. The need in the primary school has 
been for a thorough and constant drill in the fundamental pro- 
cesses. ‘This need is being met and the progress during the weeks 
since the Christmas vacation has been encouraging. $ 


The grammar school at Rindge Center is being taught by 
Mrs. Hannah C. Woods, a teacher of excellent training and wide 
experience. She has shown a thorough understanding of the 
situation and the progress shown has been pleasing. 


The school at East Rindge has shown a slightly larger en- 
rollment than last year, and as in the case at West Rindge, pupils 
in seven of the eight grades have been represented. ‘This is one of 
the pleasantest and most homelike schools in my district, and 
despite the large number of grades the work done is of a good 
quality. 


The school at Hubbard Pond which was open for 31 weeks 
during last year closed May 8th as the lumber camp moved away 
at that time. 


The big problem facing not only Rindge but every other 
rural community in New Hampshire is whether we shall be able 
to retain or secure competent teachers for another year. I would 
call your attention to the note of warning sounded by Gen. Frank 
S. Streeter, Chairman of the State Board of Education at the 
Durham conference on Dec. 31, 1919. 

In the course of an able discussion of the situation he said: 

“Unless our public schools can be provided with competent 
teachers, we may as well voluntarily petition ourselves into 
educational bankruptcy. Schools and schoolhouses without 
teachers need no administration. * * * * * 

Within the last three months the educational world has 
become seriously alarmed by the withdrawal of public school 
teachers from their profession and the necessity of putting in- 
competent and ill-trained substitutes in their place. It is au- 
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thoritatively stated that twenty-two per cent of the total teaching 
force of the country have dropped out of the profession in the 
last year. ‘The reason most generally assigned for these con- 
ditions is the inadequacy of salaries to hold teachers now in 
service or to attract new ones to that service.”’ 


Quoting from the Bulletin of the National Education Associ- 
ation regarding recent increases of salaries he continues: 

“The increases are not sufficient, however, to remove the 
danger. Over 100,000 positions in the public schools today are 
vacant or filled by teachers who cannot pass the minimum tests 
for teachers’ certificates. Strong teachers are leaving the pro- 
fession because of inadequate pay. Positions are being filled by 
immature and untrained teachers. It is estimated that the 
number of teachers below twenty-one years of age has, during the 
last year, increased not less than twenty-five per cent. The 
attendance at teacher training institutions has decreased over 
twenty per cent since 1916. It is high time, not only for teachers 
but for the public, to give serious consideration to the teacher 
problem.” 

“There are now 50 schools in New Hampshire closed because 
of lack of teachers, and probably 80 more will be closed within a 
few weeks. From statistical experience we may expect there will 
be withdrawals of between 400 and 450 teachers at the end of 
the present year. Our two normal schools will graduate less than 
100, which is about the usual number. ‘There is no certainty of 
filling the vacant places with a sufficient number of competent 
teachers. 


The State Board frankly admits that the situation is serious 
and is a cause for anxiety, but it is not ready to admit that New 
Hampshire cannot protect itself and its schools against the 
threatened danger. 


It is absolutely essential, however, that our school boards and 
all other citizens interested in our schools should realize that an 
emergency immediately confronts us and. prepare themselves to 
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co-operate with the State Board in all sensible and practical ways 
to meet the emergency.” 


In the emergency that has weakened the school systems 
throughout the country during the present year Rindge has been 
thus far extremely fortunate. In spite of the difficulty in pro- 
curing teachers for these smaller schools with so many grades we 
have today four normal trained and experienced teachers in our 
schools doing work that will readily command salaries far 
in excess of what are now being paid. That teachers have loyally 
stood by their contracts during this period of unrest speaks well 
for the honor of the profession. 

Our problem is not only one of providing a generous increase 
in salary but in showing the appreciation that the work done by 
these teachers deserves. Our teachers are elected for an entire 
school year and sign a contract to serve out their terms, and 
during their period of service they should receive the heartiest 
co-operation from the homes in their district. The superintendent 
tries to inspect the work in a constructive manner. Frequent con- 
ferences with the several teachers have, I believe, been of some 
service. Where a helpful suggestion has been needed it has been 
made, and I believe in every instance, has been pleasantly re- 
ceived and appreciated. 

The normal conditions of school life allow regular promotions. 
If a child is physically able to attend school; if he brings with 
him the co-operation of his parents; if he is not tied hand and 
foot by outside engagements; if he intrusts his, welfare to his 
teacher, the doubts about his promotion are in the imagination.
